Kelly Tells Council in Cable TY Pitch

Hauenstein, McLaughlin Join 
City’s Administrative Staff

The City Administration has recently appointed two em¬ 
ployees to help City Manager James Giese and his staff handle 
the increasing number of duties and programs for which the city 
is now responsible. Thomas E. Hauenstein, who has been work¬ 
ing for the city as a part-time administrative aide since January^ 
was appointed to the position of Rehabilitation Loan Specialists 
Michael McLaughlin was named to the position of Administra¬ 
tive Assistant IT. 


Winfield Kelly, now Vice- 
President of Storer Cable 
Communications of Prince 
Georges County, on October 15 
advised the Greenbelt city 
council to look at the strength 
of a company before giving a 
cable TV franchise. No other 
company could offer a better 
system than Storer. Kelly con¬ 
cluded. 

To illustrate this belief Kelly 
and John McAllister brought 
along copies of a hundred page 
brochure about Storer Cable Com¬ 
munications of Prince Georges 
County, Inc. Choose the company 
with a financially strong operat¬ 
ing history, urged Kelly. Storer 
was founded in 1927 and has 3 
radio stations, 7 television stations 
and over 130 cables TV systemsin 15) 
states from California to Florida. 
It is one of the ten largest cable 
operators in the country with 
300,000 subscribers, according to 
the booklet. 

The system Storer is proposing 
would have 35 channels—13 regu¬ 
lar local TV channels and 13 
channels to be received via satel¬ 
lite. There would be 5 channels 
for public and community access 
and data channels on the weather, 
stock market, and news. Kelly 
said the system could interface 
with any other system if, for in¬ 
stance, P.G. County selects an¬ 
other company. 

Under the franchise agreement 
Storer is seeking, the company 
would construct, operate and 
maintain a cable television system 
in Greenbelt for 15 years. The 
city could revoke the franchise 
if the company refuses or neglects 
the requirements of the ordinance. 
The city would receive 3% (or 
5% if the FGC limit is raised) of 
the money paid by subscribers to 
the system. 

The company would set the 
rates with an overview by the city 
council. Subscribers rates are 
presently $7.50 per month for the 
basic service; $8.50 each for home 
Box Office or Showtime, or $15.00 
for both, and $5.00 per month for 
economy movies. Installations 
would be free for the first 30 
days after the service is avail- 

Youth Center Gym

Replacement of the 
overhead lights and backboard 
rims will also be completed at this 
time. The Gym will reopen at 
12 noon on Sat., Nov. 10. 


able. Although no x-rated movies 
would ever be shown on the sys¬ 
tem, a parental control locking 
device is available on the pre¬ 
mium entertainment channels. 

Construction of the system 
would take 1% years. Wires for 
the system would be underground 
only where now required such as 
the newer developments like 
Springhill Lake but not Greenbelt 
Homes, Inc. (GHI). In this older 
developement the wires would be 
placed on telephone or PEPCO 
poles. The wires would enter each 
unit at the same location as tele¬ 
phone lines. Kelly noted that the 
cost would be the same for multi¬ 
family units as for single family 
homes. 

Councilman Thomas White 
asked about the construction of 
the head end receiving antenna. 
Kelly replied that it would not 
be in Greenbelt. He said Storer 
was looking for the best geo¬ 
graphical location for the 18-20 
foot in diameter antenna. He felt 
it could be placed on top of a tall 
building. However, he added that 
Storer will also build studios and 
an administration building. He 
said that the first city to chose 
Storer would receive this facility. 

City Manager James Giese 
asked whether the complete sys¬ 
tem would still be built for Green¬ 
belt if no other cities signed up 
with Storer. Kelly replied Tf we 
didn’t get one other city, we would 
build the complete system for 
Greenbelt.” 

Councilman Charles Schwan 
stated that he was impressed with 
the oral and written presentation. 
Mayor Gil Weidenfeld- noted that 
the proposal was something coun¬ 
cil would have to consider. He 
reminded council that a city com¬ 
mittee looked into ca/ble TV in 
1975 and recommended that the 
city continue to monitor develop¬ 
ments in cable television and con¬ 
sider reexamination in approxi¬ 
mately five years.

In addition, Sto¬ 
rer is prepared to pay $1,000 upon 
the granting of the franchise for 
cost s incurred at that time.

Hauenstein will coordinate the 
Housing Rehabilitation programs 
for the city. In this capacity, he 
will work with Greenbelt Homes, 
Inc. officials in the processing of 
loan applications either for state 
or federal loans for rehabilita¬ 
tion. 

In addition, Hauenstein will act 
as a Loan Processor for the 
Maryland State Housing Reha¬ 
bilitation Program, which pro¬ 
vides six percent rehabilitation 
loans to eligible homeowners for 
major structural repairs. 

This program is available to 
families who own a free standing 
home which is in need of a new 
roof or a new heating system, 
for example. Hauenstein estima¬ 
ted that a family of four whose 
family income is under $23,450 is 
probably eligible for a loan. 

Hauenstein is also presently en¬ 
rolled in a Council of Govern¬ 
ment’s Housing Rehabilitation 
Specialist Training Program 
which trains local governmental 
officials dealing with financial 
matters and also bank admini¬ 
strators who work with loan ap¬ 
plications. This program trains 
these administrators two full days 
a week throughout a period of 
six weeks. 

“I’m learning about the general 
aspects of rehabilitating homes 
and how to judge when a home 
needs rehabilitation,” said Hauen¬ 
stein of the course. He is also 
learning about many differen*t 
types of loan applications and 
how to process these loans. 

McLaughlin’s duties will be of 
a more general adminjistrative 
nature. “I will be most involved 
in areas such as financial analy¬ 
sis and management, budget pre¬ 
paration and review as well as 
grants monitoring and coordin¬ 
ation,” said McLaughlin. 

Hauenstein has worked with 
the city for the last nine months 
as a part-time administrative 
aide; consequently, he is more 
familiar than McLaughlin with 
Greenbelt’s government opera¬ 
tions. McLaughlin served as ad¬ 
ministrative intern and admini¬ 
strative aide for the city of Rock¬ 
ville from February 1978 to Sep¬ 
tember 1979. 

Presently, Hauenstein is com¬ 
pleting his work towards a Mas¬ 
ter’s Degree of Public Admini¬ 
stration at American University. 
McLaughlin is also completing 
his work towards a Master’s De¬ 
gree in Public Administration at 
George Washington University. 

Both administrators expressed 


an interest in local governments 
“The opportunity of learning the 
structure of local government was 
one reason why I chose this po¬ 
sition,” said Hauenstein. I’m 
looking forward to managing this 
job well,” he added. 

McLaughlin expressed a strong 
interest in the area. “Being able 
to stay in the area was just a plus 
for me/ he’ said. McLaughlin, 
originally from Philadelphia, has 
been here for over two years and 
has adapted well to the Washing¬ 
ton, D.C. area. 

“The people really believe in 
this city,” added Hauenstein, He 
said that the community's inter¬ 
est in all facets of the city gov¬ 
ernment is encouraging to him. 
"It makes working here easier 
for me.” 

Outside the office, Hauenstein's 
general interests include the out¬ 
doors and the theatre. “I’ll be 
out of school by December and 
then I’ll be able to enjoy myself 
more,” added Hauenstein. Mc¬ 
Laughlin enjoys cycling, jogging, 
and tennis in his free time.

The U. S. Postal Service, in a 
letter dated October 26, advised 
the city that it plans to move 
ahead on the construction of a 
new post office at Crescent and 
Parkway Roads. Postal Service 
official, E. E. Fleming, Jr., wrote, 
“Further delays would be detri¬ 
mental to the Postal Service and 
jeopardize the entire project.” 

This news comps as a blow to 
the members of the Greenbelt 
City Council who are opposed to 
locating a large postal facility on 
the proposed site, Council 
pressed for the retention of cus¬ 
tomer service quarters in the 
Center and relocation of other 
services. 

Attached to Fleming’s letter 
was a short summary of an ec¬ 
onomic analysis made by the pos¬ 
tal service at the request of the 
city and other governmental ag¬ 
encies, The study concluded that 
splitting services into two smal¬ 
ler buildings (Alternative A) 
would cost $760,000 more than ac¬ 
quiring a site and constructing a 
building to house all services (Al¬ 
ternative B) over a 10-year per¬ 
iod. 

The action by the Postal Ser¬ 
vice will be discussed at the City 
Council meeting on Monday, No¬ 
vember 5.

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Traffic Changes on Greenbelt Road 
In Planning Stage East of Parkway

An increase in the number 
of traffic control signals on 
Greenbelt Road (Md 193) be¬ 
tween the Baltimore-Washing¬ 
ton Parkway and NASA can 
be expected as the build¬ 
ing boom continues in that 
area. The Greenbelt City 
Council on October 15 dis¬ 
cussed three likely locations 
for signals—at the Greenbelt 
Road intersections of Hanover 
Parkway, Mandan Road and 
Frankfort Drive. Council also 
heard appeals from two 
Greenbriar residents for in¬ 
stallation of a traffic light at 
Hanover Parkway as soon as 
possible. They also requested 
an opportunity for citizen in¬ 
put on proposed road improve¬ 
ments in the area of the en¬ 
trance road to the Greenway 
Shopping Center and called for 
a pedestrian-bikeway over¬ 
pass to connect developments 
on the north and south sides 
of Greenbelt Road at Hanover. 

The State (Highway Adminis¬ 
tration (SHA) is currently re¬ 
viewing plans for the design of 
the Hanover Parkway/193 en¬ 
trance to the Greenway Shopping 
Center now under construction. 
The Center is located across from 
the 1,192-unit Greenbriar/Glen 
Oaks development and west of 
the Windsor Green Townhouse 
complex (642 units when com¬ 
pleted ). 

Permit 

The State is expected to issue 
a commercial entrance permit in 
the near future to the Center's 
developers, Western Development 
Corporation. The permit will re¬ 
quire a traffic light at 193 and 
Hanover Parkway, as weM as 
modifications to the existing sig¬ 
nal at 193 and the present en¬ 
trance road to the Goddard/Hunt¬ 
ing Ridge apartments. 

Western Development engi¬ 
neers, Ben Dyer Associates, are 
currently working on the road de¬ 
sign plans and upon completion 
will send them to SHA and the 
city. There is no requirement 
that SHA hold formal public 
hearings on the permit. 

Richard Ley, legislative assist¬ 
ant for Greenbriar Phase I, felt 
that residents should have an op¬ 
portunity to offer suggestions on 
the redesign of Hanover Parkway 
and Greenbelt Road. Mayor Gil 
Weidenfeld agreed, noting that 
citizens have an opportunity to 
make their views known at the 
time council meets on the sub¬ 
ject 

Ley urged full-speed-ahead on 
the traffic light at the Hanover/ 
Greenbelt Road intersection be¬ 
cause of accidents occurring at 
this intersection within the past 
three months. 4 What other 
Greenbelt intersection can claim 
such a poor .safety record ?” he 
asked. 

Ley said, “Within the same area 
on many mornings is a west¬ 
bound traffic backup along Green¬ 
belt Road from the Parkway 
North entrance to the high school 
exit road . . . During the morning 
rush hour it takes from ten to 
fifteen minutes to travel from 
my home to the Parkway North 
entrance, a distance of 5/10 of a 
mile.” 

Overpass 

Concerned for the safety of stu¬ 
dents and pedestrians, Peggy 
Johnson of Greenbriar urged that 
council consider the construction 


of a pedestrian overpass over 
Greenbelt Road because the shop¬ 
ping center will be “a magnet 
drawing students from Eleanor 
Roosevelt High School.” She felt 
it would also draw many pedes¬ 
trian and bike-riding adults and 
children, noting that since “all of 
the residential areas in Greenbelt, 
except Windsor Green, are on the 
north side of Route 193 and the 
shopping center is on the south 
side, most of the citizens of 
Greenbelt wishing to walk or bike 
to the new shopping center will 
have to brave their way across 
193.” 

Johnson pointed out that his¬ 
torically and traditionally Green¬ 
belt has been linked by inner 
walkways. Therefore, she thought 
the shopping center, as the new¬ 
est part of Greenbelt, “should 
qualify to be linked with the rest 
of Greenbelt,” 

She suggested two possible lo¬ 
cations for the overpass—(1) “the 
preferred route” crossing Green¬ 
belt Road on the east side of Han¬ 
over, providing direct access from 
Roosevelt High School as well as 
Greenbriar and (2) an alternative 
crossing -where the Parkway exit 
meets Greenbelt Road. 

Council Letter 

Responding to some of the con¬ 
cerns expressed at the meeting, 
Council on October 19 sent a let¬ 
ter to the State Highway Admin 
is tr at ion with the following rec¬ 
ommendations for improvements 
of Greenbelt Road in the area of 
the entrance to the Greenway 
Shopping Center: 

(1) The sidewalk running from 
the Center’s main entrance east 
to Hanover Parkway should be 
six feet wide and extend through 
the intersection (across the sev¬ 
eral islands) “along with appro¬ 
priate provision being made for 
pedestrians to cross Greenbelt 
Road at Hanover Parkway.” 

(2) A sidewalk should be pro¬ 
vided from the Center’s entrance 
west to the Parkway bridge. 
“Such a sidewalk should be pro¬ 
vided at a 6-foot width as pedes¬ 
trians and bicyclists will come to 
the Center from the west .. . Such 

a sidewalk could also tie in with 


an extension to the SHA Bike 
Path along the south side of 
Greenbelt Road that currently 
ends at Lakecrest Drive.” 

(3) A traffic light at Hanover 
Parkway and Greenbelt Road 
should be provided.

Marc Siegel—Favorite Cop

Marc Siegel may be Greenbelt’s favorite cop. He grew up 
here and for the past two summers has been hired by the 
Greenbelt Police Department to patrol Greenbelt Lake Park. He 
is not a regular officer, but calls Greenbelt’s regular police “a 
nice bunch of guys.” The officers dubbed Marc “meter maid.” 
Although he is diligent about down,” said Siegel, "but I should 


issuing parking tickets—he wrote 
more tickets this year than last— 
Siegal is still not convinced that 
this is an effective way to protect 
the park. "I received more com¬ 
plaints this year from people who 
were angry because there was no 
place to park.” Siege! said more 
people appealed their tickets this 
year, too. "It may have increased 
the city's income, -but it certainly 
didn't make people happy,” he 
said. 

In a News Review interview in 
August 1978, Siegel stated that 
"Parks are for people” but as 
the number of people who use the 
park increases each year, he finds 
it more and more difficult to rec¬ 
oncile this philosophy with the 
"trampling" of the natural site. 
"The number of people this year 
exceeded last year and it is detri¬ 
mental to the park grounds,” he 
said. 

Marc Siegel is more than a 
meter maid. He sees himself as 
a "favorite cop” who has good 
rapport with the people who use 
the park, and especially with 
teenagers there. "They're not go¬ 
ing to get busted,” said Siegel. 
He talks to people who openly 
consume alcohol or drugs in the 
park. "I tell them they can do 
that at home. Most people are 
very cooperative.” 

Most of the parking citations 
are out-of-towners, and most of 
the troublemakers in the park are 
from out of town too, although 
Siegel emphasized that only a 
very small minority of people who 
visit the park cause any problems. 

As a security patrolman, Siegel 
does not carry a weapon and can¬ 
not make arrests, but he thinks 
he should have the power to issue 
citations to dog-owners whose 
pets are not on a leash, and he 
would prefer that his uniform 
were free of the security patch 
he must wear. With the security 
patch, people know as he ap¬ 
proaches them that he cannot 
arrest them (he thinks). 

Siegel is most concerned, how¬ 
ever, by the fact that he was 
often on patrol without a portable 
radio to communicate with the 
police. Or, the radio he carried 
did not work. Other times the 
officer assigned to the park's sec¬ 
tor of the community had to bor¬ 
row Siegel's radio because his 
own was out of commission. On 
one occasion Siegel remembers 
approaching an unruly group of 
males who were drinking openly 
in the park when he knew the 
radio he was carrying didn't 
work. "I managed to talk them

be able to call a regular officer 
if I need help.” 

Siegel is concerned that regular 
police officers in Greenbelt are 
sometimes on patrol without com¬ 
munication devices. He also 
thinks he could be more effective, 
and perhaps even patrol the 
neighborhoods around the park, if 
he had a scooter—"or a horse.” 

Although Siegel is not sure that 
he will walk the park beat again 
next summer, he is sure that the 
lake park, and Greenbelt, are spe¬ 
cial. He plans someday to run 
for City Council—before he runs 
for Senator.

City Manager James K. Giese 
recently attended a Source Sepa¬ 
ration Conference sponsored by 
the Maryland Department of Nat¬ 
ural Resources and the U.S, En¬ 
vironmental Protection Agency in 
Annapolis. Giese spoke to the 
group about Greenbelt’s separate 
collection of newsprint. At the 
time of the conference Greenbelt 
was the only public agency in the 
state making such a separate col¬ 
lection, Since that time Mont¬ 
gomery County has begun a news¬ 
paper collection program. 

The city staff prepared esti¬ 
mated figures for presentation at 
the conference. During fiscal year 
1978-79 the newsprint collected 
amounted to 382,5 tons, 12.76 per¬ 
cent of the total refuse collected. 
Other refuse totalled 2,614 tons. 
An average of 6.4 lbs. of news¬ 
print was collected from each of 


ing conditions. 

Three of the four office build¬ 
ings will angle away from the 
Beltway, while the fourth will 
stand alone. Architecturally they 
are to be identical, with the pos¬ 
sible exception of the fourth, in 
which case site work will deter¬ 
mine its complexion.

the 2,300 dwelling units or 332.8 
lbs. per dwelling per year. 

Last year’s Wednesday/Thurs¬ 
day paper collections cost the city 
$67.19 per ton to collect, gained 
the city $11.28 in revenues (the 
papers are sold to P.G. Scrap) for 
a net cost of $55.91 per ton. This 
year with collections made on 
Wednesdays only, costs are down 
to $48.55 per ton, the price of pa¬ 
per is now $10, and the net cost 
is $38.55. The savings is due to 
a 37 percent reduction in the 
number of man hours used to col¬ 
lect papers. 

Collection of other trash runs 
higher, though Giese is quick to 
point out that if the two collec¬ 
tions were combined, the overall 
cost per ton would be lower and 
that it is probably not fair to 
claim a cost savings to collect 
newspapers separately.
